Report of School Board. 


The changes in the schools for the year past have been 
slight, but wherever there has been any change we are glad 
to state that it has been for the better. 

Splendid work has been done in all of the schools, but in 
the Grammar room at the Ridge the improvement has been 
very marked, and we hope and expect to see a much greater 
and better work in this grade the year to come. 

It has been a great pleasure to note the promptness and 
willingness the greater part of the pupils have shown in the 
accomplishment of their tasks and in their obedience to 
their teachers. Also the interest shown by the teachers in 
their work and the methods used by them to win the love 
and respect of the children in their charge. 

Let all parents remember that their help is needed to 
make good schools. Do not criticise your children’s teacher 
in their presence. This is the cause of much trouble for 
both scholar and teacher. - Visit the school, see and hear 
what is being done, listen to what the teacher has to say 
about your children and then work with them for the wel- 
fare of the school. 

We feel safe to say that we have as good a corps of 
teachers in our schools as can be found anywhere, and that 
justice is meant to be used by them all. 

Some repairs have been made at the Ridge and also some 
erading done at the Narrows. There is still more to be done 
at the Ridge. | 

The attendance has been very good but not quite up to 


last year on account of sickness coming among the children 
last spring. Let all try for better attendance and less tar- 
diness in the year to come, so we may make a good record 
in gur State report. 

Our schools have been open twenty-nine weeks the past 
year and it is hoped now they may be’ in session thirty 
weeks the coming year. 

Let teachers, parents, and school board co-operate and 
try for schools of the very best standing.
